knowledge and belief, the oration is 
the independent work of the writer.

committee on or about April 10. At 
the time the ton otations sire selected, 
they will be gi ruled.

gious character without regard to creed. 
A woman of no theological creed at all 
could enter into the spirit of the King's 
Daughters and with them work for the 
development of a pure, sweet, strong 
character within herself and the out- 
flow of this character in deeds of help- 
fulness toward others. That is the 
keynote of the song of the King's 
Daughters. 


Circles were organized here and there 


in various places as women and girls 
heard of the new society formed by the 
white haired woma.n and her aids in 
New York.

Now for the second part—exhalation. 
Few persons know that the proper way 
to exhale is to let the breath out as 
slowly as you draw it in, but such is 
the fact. After you have filled your 
lungs withr this ether of eternal life 
hold your breath for the briefest space, 
then let the breath flow deliberately 
and rhythmically out, taking the same 
length of time for this that you occu- 
pied in inhaling. 


There you have in simple sentences 


and short the whole magic secret of 
right breathing. Cases of chronic ca- 
tarrh are sometimes cured by persistent 
breathing in this manner. The habit, 
once formed, will stay by you, and In 
time this breathing will fill out any hol- 
ow chest, flatten any rounded shoul- 
ders and depress any protruding stom- 
ach and abdomen that ever disfigured a 
woman.
